"I entered office three years ago,” 
said Governor McMullen, "and we 
bad 12 miles of gravel road. 
The 
other day the secretary of the high­ 
way department Informed 
me 
we 
now have* 4,200 mile* of 
graveled 
and graded highways completed. Our 
road mileage is 4OX miles from east 
to west aud about ‘JOO miles north 
and south. 
We have three systems 
of road*. 
Our first 
attention, 
of 
course, wus devoted to 
the 
trunk 
line* or primary roads which also re­ 


c e i v e federal ald. 
Our secondary or 
s l a t e aid roads receive no ald from 
the federal government. 
Then com# 
the county roads, which latter 
re­ 
ceive 70 per cent 
of 
registration 
funds. 
"In 1928 there was expended on 
trunk lines in ga* tax and 
federal 
aiel |9.OOO,OOO,” continued the gov­ 
ernor. 


Urges Higher Gas Tax 


"I will recommend in my message 
tills winter an additional one cent 
ga* tax and that this go directly to 
Hie count Ie* to build their highways.” 
said Governor McMullen. The coun­ 
t ie s are to formulate a standard plan 
to connect similarly with all other 
counties. 
The license registration 
at present goes 30 per cent to the 


s t a t e and 70 per cent to the county.

T h e DISPATCH publishes today an interview with Governor 
Adam McMullen o f Nebraska on the fat rn situation. 
Summed up 
briefly, the problem in Nebraska, home state o f Governor McMul­ 
len, seems to resemble that of any other state where agriculture is 
a basic industry. 
Tho farmer wants higher prices for his prod­ 
ucts. 
In connection with Governor McMullen’s statement, it is of 
deepest interest to read what H erbert Hoover says in his accept­ 
ance speech, and w hat is embraced in his farm relief program. 
Hoover, on Saturday, said: 
The most urgent economic problem in our nation today is 
agriculture. 
It must be solved if we are to bring prosperity and 
contentment to one-third of our people direc tly and to all of our 
people indirectly. 
We have pledged ourselves to find a solution. 
In my mind most agricultural discussions go wrong bemuse 
of two false premises. 
The first is that agriculture is one indus­ 
try. 
It is a dozen distinct industries incapable of the same organ­ 
ization. 
The second false premise is that rehabilitation will he 
complete when it has reached a point comparable with pre-war. 
Agriculture was not upon a satisfactory basis before the war. 
The abandoned farm s of the northeast bear their own testi­ 
mony. 
Generally there was but little profit in midwest agricul­ 
ture for many years except that derived from the slow increases 
in farm land values. 
Even of more importance is the great ad­ 
v a n c e in standards of living of ail occupations since the war. Some 
branches of agriculture have greatly recovered, but taken as a 
whole it is not keeping pace w ith the onward march in other in­ 
dustries. 
There are many causes for failure of agriculture to win 
its full share of national prosperity. 
The a f te r w a r defla­ 
tion of prices not only brought great direct losses to the 
farm er, but he was often left indebted in inflated dollars to 
be paid in inflated dollars. 
Prices are often demoralized 
through gluts in ou r markets during the harvest season, 
lai­ 
cal taxes have been increased to provide the improved roads 
ami schools. 
T he tariff on some products is proving inadequate to protect 
him from imports from abroad. 
The increases iii transportation 
rates since the w ar has greatly affected the price which he re­ 
ceives for his products. 
Over six million farm ers in times of 
surplus engage in destructive competition with one another in the 
sale of their product, often depressing prices below those levels 
that could be maintained. 
The whole tendency of our civilization during the last 50 
years has been tow ard an increase in the size of the units of pro­ 
duction in order to secure lower costs and a more orderly adjust­ 
ment of the flow of commodities to the demand. 
But the organi­ 
zation of agriculture into larger units must not be by enlarged 
farm s. 
The farm er has shown Ik* can increase tin* skill of his in­ 
dustry without large operations. 
He is today producing 20 pel 
cent more than eight years ago with about the same acreage and 
personnel. Farm ing is and must continue to he an individualistic 
business of small units and independent ownership. The farm is 
more than a business; it is a state of living. 
We do not wish it 
converted into a m ass production machine. 
Therefore, if the 
farmers* position is to hi* improved by larger operations it must 
be done not on the farm hut in the field of distribution. 
Agricul­ 
ture has partially advanced in this direction through co-operatives 
and pools. 
But the traditional co-operative is often not a com­ 
plete solution. 
Differences of opinion as to causes and remedy have retarded 
the completion of a constructive program of relief, it is our plain 
duty to search out the common ground on which we may mobilize 
the sound forces of agricultural reconstruction. 
O ur platform 
jays a solid basis upon which we can build. 
It offers an affirmative 
program. 
An adequate tariff is the foundation of farm relief. Our 
consumers increase faster than our producers. 
The domestic 
market must be protected. 
Foreign products raised under 
lower standards of living are today competing in our home 
markets. 
I would use my office and influence to give the 
farm er the full benefit of our historic tariff policy. 
A large portion of the spread between what the farm er re­ 
ceives for his products and what the ultimate consumer pays is 
due to increased transportation charges. 
Increase in railway 
rates has been one of the penalties of the war. 
These increases 
have been added to the cost to the farm er of reaching seaboard 
and foreign m arkets and result therefore in reduction of his 
prices. 
The fan n ers of foreign countries have thus been indi­ 
rectly aided in th e ir competition with the American farm er. 
N a­ 
ture has endowed us with a great system of inland waterways. 
Their modernization will comprise a most substantial contribu­ 
tion to midwest farm relief and to the development of twenty of 
our interior states. 
This modernization includes not only the 
great Mississippi system with its joining of the G reat Lakes and 
of the heart of midwest agriculture to the Gulf, but also a ship 
way from the G reat Lakes to the Atlantic. 
These improvements 
would mean so large an increm ent in farm ers’ prices as to w ar­ 
rant their construction many times over. 
There is no more vital 
method of-farm relief. 
But we must not stop here. 
An outstanding proposal of the party program is the whole­ 
hearted pledge to undertake the reorganization of the m arketing 
system upon sounder and more economical lines. 
We have al­ 
ready contributed greatly to this purpose by the acts supporting 
farm co-operatives, the establishment pf interm ediate credit banks, 
the regulation of stockyards, public exchanges and the expansion 
of the department of agriculture. 
The platform proposes to go 
much farther. 
It pledges the creation of a federal farm board 
of representative farm ers to be clothed with authority and re­ 
sources with which not only to still fu rth er aid farm ers’ co-op­ 
eratives and pools and to assist generally in solution of farm prob­ 
lems, but especially to build up with federal finance, farm er- 
owned and farmer-controlled stabilization corporations which will 
protect the farm er from the depressions and demoralization of 
seasonal glut;* and periodical surpluses. 
Objection has been made that this program, as laid down 
by the party platform, may require that several hundred mil­ 
lions of capital be advanced by the federal government w ith­ 
out obligation upon the individual farm er. 
With that objec­ 
tion I liv e little patience. 
A nation which is spending 90 
billions a year can web afford an expenditure of a few hun­ 
dred millions for a workable program that will give to one- 
th ird of its population their fair share of the nation’s pros­ 
perity. 
N or does this proposal put the government into business, ex­ 


cept so far as it is called upon to furnish initial capital with which 
to build up the farm er to toe control of his own destinies, 
This program adapts itself to the variable problems of agri­ 
culture not only today, but which will arise in tho future. 
I do not 
believe that any single human I eing or any group of human beings 
can determine in advance all questions that will arise in so vast 
and complicated an industry over a lei rn of years. The first step 
is to create an effective agency directly for thdse purposes and to 
give it authority and resource!. 
These are solemn pledges and 
thee will be fulfilled by the republican party. 
It is a definite plan 
of relief. 
It needs only the detailed <I abo rat ion of legislation and 
appropriations to put it into force. 
During my term as secretary of commerce I have steadily en­ 
deavored to build up a system of eo-opcratio n between the gov­ 
ernment and business, 
tinder these co-operative actions all ele­ 
ments interested in the problem of a particular industry such as 
m anufacturer, clistiibutor, worker, and consumer have been called 
into council together, not for a sing 
work. These efforts have teen suer 
They have* been accomplished with 
by the government. They have sect 
remedy for abuses, elimination of v 
duction and distribution, lower pti<

T h e D i s p a t c h publishes today an interview with Governor 
Adam McMullen of Nebraska on the farm situation. 
Summed up 
briefly, the problem in Nebraska, home state of Governor McMul­ 
len, seems to resemble that of any other state where agriculture is 
a basic industry. 
The farm er wants higher prices for his prod­ 
ucts. 
In connection with Governor McMullen’s statement, it is of 
deepest interest to read what Herbert Hoover says in his accept­ 
ance speech, and what is embraced in his farm relief program. 
Hoover, on Saturday, said : 
The most urgent economic problem in our nation today is 
agriculture. 
It must be solved if we arc to bring prosperity and 
contentment to one-third of our people directly and to all of our 
people indirectly. 
We have pledged ourselves to find a solution. 
In my mind most agricultural discussions go wrong because 
of two false premises. 
The first is that agriculture is one indus­ 
try. 
It is a dozen distinct industries incapable of the same organ­ 
ization. 
The second false premise is that rehabilitation will be 
complete when it has reached a point comparable with pre-war. 
Agriculture was not upon a satisfactory basis before the war. 
The abandoned farms of the northeast bear their own testi­ 
mony. 
Generally there was but little profit in midwest agricu1 
ture for many years except that derived from the slow increases 
in farm land values. 
Even of more importance is the great ad­ 
v a n c e in standards of living of all occupations since the war. Some 
branches of agriculture have greatly recovered, but taken as a 
whole it is not keeping pace with the onward march in other in­ 
dustries. 
There are many causes for failure of agriculture to win 
its full share of national prosperity. 
The af ter-war defla­ 
tion of prices not only brought great direct losses to the 
farmer, but he was often left indebted in inflated dollars to 
be paid in inflated dollars. 
Prices are often demoralized 
through gluts in our markets during the harvest season. Lo­ 
cal taxes have been increased to provide the improved roads 
ami schools. 
The tariff on some products is proving inadequate to protect 
him from imports from abroad. 
The increases ifi transportation 
rates since the war has greatly affected the price which he re­ 
ceives for his products. 
Over six million farmers in times of 
.surplus engage in destructive competition with one another in the 
sale of their product, often depressing prices below those levels 
that could be maintained. 
The whole tendency of our civilization during the last 50 
years has been toward an increase in the size of the units of pro­ 
duction in order to secure lower costs and a more orderly adjust­ 
ment of the flow of commodities to the demand. 
Put the organi­ 
zation of agriculture into larger units must not bt' by enlarged 
farms. 
The farmer has shown he can increase the skill of his in­ 
dustry without large operations. 
Ile is today producing 20 per 
cent more than eight years ago with about the same acreage and 
personnel, 
f arming is and must continue to bt* an individualistic 
business of small units and independent ownership. rl'he farm is 
more than a business; it is a state of living. 
We do not wish it 
converted into a mass production machine. 
Therefore, if the 
farm ers’ position is to be improved by larger operations it must 
be done not on the farm but in the field of distribution. 
Agricul­ 
ture has partially advanced in this direction through co-operatives 
and pools. 
But the traditional co-operative is often not a com­ 
plete solution. 
Differences of opinion as to causes and remedy have retarded 
the completion of a constructive program of relief. 
It is our plain 
duty to search out the common ground on which we may mobilize 
the sound forces of agricultural reconstruction. 
Our platform 
lays a solid basis upon which we can build. 
It oilers an affirmative 
program. 
An adequate tariff is the foundation of farm relief. Our 
consumers increase faster than our producers. 
The domestic 
market must be protected. 
Foreign products raised under 
lower standards of living are today competing in our home 
markets. 
I would use my office and influence to give the 
farm er the full benefit of our historic tariff policy. 
A large portion of tile spread between what the farmer re­ 
ceives for his products and what the ultimate consumer pays is 
due to increased transportation charges. 
Increase in railway 
rates has been one of the penalties of the war. 
These increases 
have been added to tile cost to tin1 fanner of reaching seaboard 
and foreign markets and result therefore in reduction of his 
prices. 
The farmers of foreign countries have thus been indi­ 
rectly aided in their competition with the American farmer. 
N a­ 
ture has endowed us with a great system of inland waterways. 
Their modernization will comprise a most substantial contribu­ 
tion to midwest farm relief and to the development of twenty of 
our interior states. 
This modernization includes not only the 
great Mississippi system with its joining of the Great Lakes and 
of the heart of midwest agriculture to the Gulf, but also a ship­ 
way from the Great Lakes to the Atlantic. 
These improvements 
would mean so large a n 'increment in farmers’ prices as to w ar­ 
rant their construction many times over. 
There is no more vital 
method of-farm relief. 
But we must not stop here. 
An outstanding proposal of the party program is the w hole­ 
hearted pledge to undertake the reorganization of the marketing 
system upon sounder and more economical lines. 
We have al­ 
ready contributed greatly to this purpose by tile acts supporting 
farm co-operatives, the establishment of intermediate credit banks, 
the regulation of stockyards, public exchanges and the expansion 
of the department of agriculture. 
The platform proposes to go 
much farther. 
It pledges tile creation of a federal farm board 
of representative farmers to be clothed with authority and re­ 
sources with which not only to still further aid farm ers’ co-op­ 
eratives and pools and to assist generally in solution of farm prob­ 
lems, but especially to build up with federal finance, farmer- 
owned and farmer-controlled stabilization corporations which will 
protect the farmer from the depressions and demoralization of 
seasonal gluts and periodical surpluses. 
Objection has been made that this program, as laid down 
by the party platform, may require that several hundred mil­ 
lions of capital be advanced by the federal government with­ 
out obligation upon the individual fanner. 
With that objec­ 
tion I have little patience. 
A nation which is spending 90 
billions a year can well afford an expenditure of a few hun­ 
dred millions for a workable program that will give to one- 
third of its population their fair share of the nation’s pros­ 
perity. 
Nor does this proposal put the government into busbies.-,, ex­ 


cept so far as it is called upon to furnish initial capital with which 
to build up the farm er to the control of his own destinies. 
This program adapts itself to the variable problems of agri­ 
culture not only today, but which will arise in the future. 
I do not 
believe that, any single human being or any group of human beings 
can determine in advance all questions that will arise in so vast 
and complicated an industry over a term of years. 
The first step 
is to create an effective agency directly for these purposes and to 
give it authority and resources. 
These are solemn pledges and 
they will be fulfilled by the republican party. 
It is a definite plan 
of relief. 
It needs only the detailed elaboration of legislation and 
appropriations to put it into force. 
During my term as secretary of commerce I have steadily en­ 
deavored to build up a system of co-operation between the gov­ 
ernment and business. 
Ender these co-operative actions all ele­ 
ments interested in the problem of a particular industry such as 
manufacturer, distributor, worker, and consumer have been called 
into council together, not for a single occasion, but for continuous 
work. These efforts have been successful beyond any expectation. 
They have been accomplished without interference or regulation 
by the government. They have secured progress in the industries, 
remedy for abuses, elimination of waste, reduction of cost in pro­ 
duction and distribution, lower prices to the consumer, and more 
stable employment and profit. 
While the problem varies with 
every different commodity and with every different part of our 
great country, I should wish to apply the same method to agri­ 
culture so that the leaders of every phase of each, group can advise 
and organize on policies and constructive measures. 
I am con­ 
vinced that this form of action, as it has done in other industries, 
can greatly benefit farmer, distributor and consumer. 
The working out of agricultural relief constitutes the 
most important obligation of the next administration. 
I stand 
pledged to these proposals. 
The object of our policies is to os ablish for our farmers an 
income equal to those of other occupations; for the farm e r’s wife 
the same comforts in her home as women in other groups; for the 
farm boys and girls the same oppoi tunnies in life as other boys 
and girls. So far as my own abilities may be of service, I dedicate 
them to help secure prosperity and contentment in that industry 
where I and my forefathers were born and nearly a1! my family 
still obtain their livelihood.

St Paul, Aug. 13.— (TTP)— F a v o r ­ 
able w e a th e r conditibns durin g July 
increased prospective yields of

I, according to the federal report re­ 
leased today by the Minnesota Crop 
R e p o rtin g Service. 
Each of the principal crops except 
rye, flax and tame hay will exceed 
3927 production. 
Corn forecasts are especially prom ­ 
ising, indications pointing to a yield 
above the five-year average. 
The 
condition as of Aug. I was 84 per 
cent normal, forecasting a probable 
crop of 142,778,000 bushels compared 
w ith 127,246,000 bushels in 1927. 
Oats condition on Aug. I was 8 2 
per cent of normal, 
forecasting a 
crop of 147,246,000 bushels compared 
w ith 116,580,000 bushels last year. 
T he 1928 spring w heat crop was 
81 per cent of normal with prod UC- - 
Hon forecast at 23,274(000 bushels 
compared w ith 18,080,000 In 1927. 
W i n te r wheat, however, scowed a 
sharp decline due 
to 
unfavorable 
w ea th er conditions. 
Only 1,920,000 
bushels are expected to ho harvested 
this year compared with 3,317,000 
bushels last year. 
D urum w heat was 83 per cent nor­
